When Zinnias are grown for market, it is preferable to plant them closer so that they will produce 
one stem with one good flower for cutting. Plants are usually spaced about 4 inches apart in the Giant 
class, or about 2 inches apart for the smaller flower type. 

Zinnias are very fast growing annuals during the summer months and successive sowings can be 
made all through the summer and as late as the middle of August in southern climates.
